Greek,  English,  French,  German  ami  Spanish 
Languages.     The  arrangement  of  these  studies  is  as  follows  : 

1.

The  Post-Graduate  Course  of  Lectures  was  introduced  in 
the  month  of  November,  1886,  and  it  has  since  been  continued 
with  good  results. 

Sociology,  Natural  and  International  Law.  Political 
Economy  and  General  Physio  are  the  subject-matter  of  the 
Lectures. 

The  Annual  Course  opens  on  the  first  Monday  of  October 
and  closes  at  the  end  of  April.  The  general  subject-matter 
will  be  distributed  over  several  years,  so  as  to  vary  the 
treatises  of  those  who  may  desire  to  attend  for  more  than 
one  term. 
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At  the  termination  of  the  complete  Course,  such  members 

of  the  class  as  have  given  satisfaction  by  regular  attendance 
may  apply  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy,  which 
will  lie  granted  on  condition  that  they  pass  an  examination 
on  Theses,  to  he  selected  from  the  matter  developed  during  the 
Course,  and  present  an  original  and  creditable  paper  on  a 
given  subject. 

The  Degree  of  A.  M.  will  be  bestowed  after  one  term  of 
Post -Graduate  Lectures,  faithfully  and  studiously  attended,  on 
those  who  have  previously  received  the  Degree  of  A.  B. 

Graduates  of  the  College,  or  of  any  College  of  the  same 
grade,  students  of  Law  or  Medicine,  and  gentlemen  of  literary 
or  scientific  culture,  will  be  admitted  to  the  above  Course. 

11. 

The  Classical  Course,  which  leads  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  is  designed  to  impart  a  thorough,  liberal  education. 
In  the  accomplishment  of  this  purpose,  the  Ancient  Classics 
hold  the  first  place,  because  some  acquaintance  with  them  is 
essential  to  the  study  of  modern  literature  and  to  sound 
scholarship,  besides  Latin.  Greek  and  English,  it  embraces 
Religious  Instruction.  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Astro- 
nomy and  Mathematics,  History,  Literature,  Book-keeping) 
and  the  Natural  Sciences.  It  has  been  found  by  long  experi- 
ence that  this  is  the  only  Course  that  affords  unsurpassed  men- 
tal discipline,  forms  a  correct  taste,  and  prepares  the  student  to 
excel  in  any  pursuit,  whether  professional  or  commercial. 

III. 

(&0tnm2vcial  ©ovtx^e 

This  Course  offers  the  means  of  acquiring  a  good  English 
or  Commercial  education.  It  embraces  Book-keeping,  a  thor. 
ough  study  of  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Grammar,  Style,  practice 
in  Composition,  English,  and  Religious  Instruction.     At  the 
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end  of  the  Course,  a  Commercial  Certificate  is  awarded  to  those 
who  pass  a  satisfactory  examination.  Moreover,  the  Degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  will  be  conferred  upon  those  who  success- 
fully devote  two  extra  years  to  the  study  of  Literature, 
Philosophy  and  the  Natural  Sciences. 


IV. 

Ilvcparatovy  Ocyavtment 

This  Department  comprises  the  First  and  Second  Prepara- 
tory. Its  object  is  to  introduce  the  younger  pupils  to  the 
study  of  the  first  principles  of  Grammar,  chiefly  by  class- 
drill:  to  form  them  to  hahits  of  attention  and  application, 
and  thus  prepare  them  for  one  ot  the  regular  Courses  of 
Instruction. 

Requirements  for  entering  this  Department  are: 

First. — The  applicant  must  know  how  to  read,  write  and 
spell  creditably. 

Second. — He  should  know  Arithmetic  as  far  as  Long 
Division,  included. 

KtU it cu*a  iQcyavtmetxt 

In  the  scholastic  year  of  1900-1001  the  College  authorities, 
after  mature  deliberation,  decided  to  institute  a  Military 
Department  into  the  College  curriculum,  and  a  Cadet 
Battalion  was  formed  under  the  name  of  the  Jesuit  College 
Cadet  Corps. 

This  new  departure  has  proved  most  popular  with  the 
student  body  and  has  met  with  the  most  hearty  approval  on 
the  part  of  parents. 

Within  the  short  period  of  their  history  the  Cadets  have 
already  attained  a  high  degree  of  proficiency,  as  has  been 
evidenced  on  many  occasions  when  they  appeared  in  public. 


Bui  desiring  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  Corps  to  the  highest 
degree  of  perfection, the  authorities  of  theCollege  have  finally 
succeeded  in  having  the  Military  Department  placed  under 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  United  States  regular 
army.  This  change  took  place  in  January  of  the  current  year. 
The  Cadets  enrolled  in  the  Battalion  contract  no  obligations 
to  be  called  upon  for  military  service,  either  by  the  State  or 
the  General  Government. 

The  Cadet  Corps  is  now  supervised  by  an  officer  of  the 
United  States  Army,  detailed  for  duty  at  the  College,  by  the 
Secretary  of  War,  for  a  period  of  four  years. 

The  officer  thus  assigned  is  Brevet  Major  W,  M.  Williams. 
Captain  U.  S.  Army,  retired,  an  officer  who  fought  in  the  Civil 
War.  and  who  has  been  in  service  about  forty  years. 

The  Cadet  Corps  numbers  at  present  three  hundred  and 
two  of  the  students.  Their  appearance  in  the  numerous  civic 
processions  in  the  city  has  elicited  much  praise.  The  precision 
in  the  evolutions,  in  the  manual  of  arms,  and  in  marching,  so 
manifest  now,  augurs  well  for  the  future  of  the  Corps. 

Thearmsin  useat  present  belong  to  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
hut  under  the  Congressional  enactment  the  Government  will 
supply  an  adequate  number  of  Cadet  Rifles,  of  the  kind  used 
by  the  Cadets  at  the  West  Point  Military  Academy. 

The  uniform  is  the  West  Point  Cadet  pattern,  a  steel 
grey,  with  black  facings,  very  neat,  serviceable  and  the  most 
economical  clothing  the  hoys  can  wear.  The  uniform  may  be 
worn  at  all  times,  but,  of  course,  it  must  be  kept  neat  and 
tidy  in  appearance. 

The  detail  of  an  officer  of  the  Army  to  a  College  carries 
with  it  a  supply  of  Infantry  arms,  equipments  and  ammuni- 
tion for  target  practice,  Artillery  field  pieces  and  blank  cart- 
ridges, and.  in  some  cases,  where  there  are  facilities  for  their 
use,  Cavalry  arms  and  equipments 

The  practical  course  of  Infantry  embraces  small  arms 
target  practice,  and  as  far  as  possible,  all  the  movements  pre- 
scribed by  the  Drill  Regulations  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  applicable 
to  a  battalion. 


Instruction  alsoinclud.es  the  duties  of  sentinels,  and  where 
practicable,  Castramentation — establishing  camps,  election  of 
forts,  etc. 

The  officers  of  the  Cadet  Corps  are  appointed  by  com- 
petitive examinations. 

Upon  the  graduation  ot  each  class,  the  Military  Instructor 
reports  to  the  War  Department  and  to  the  Adjutant  General 
of  the  State  the  names  of  those  students  who  have  shown 
special  aptitude  for  military  service,  and  the  names  of  the 
three  most  distinguished  in  military  science  and  tactics  are 
inserted  in  the  U.  8.  Army  Register. 

The  time  given  to  the  Military  Department  will  not  in 
any  way  interfere  with  the  usual  College  curriculum. 

f^gligtau*  ©raining 

The  College  authorities  are  convinced  that,  without  Relig- 
ion, there  can  be  no  education,  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word, 
that  is  to  say,  no  complete  and  harmonious  development  of 
the  intellect  and  heart  of  man.  They  hold,  furthermore,  that 
religious  truth,  being  definite  and  certain,  like  any  and  every 
other  truth,  is  as  susceptible  of  teaching  as  the  science  of 
language,  or  the  theory  of  numbers.  Hence,  the  Catechism  of 
Christian  Doctrine  is  a  text-book  in  every  class,  and  lectures 
on  it  are  given  twice  a  week.  In  all  the  classes  the  day's  work 
begins  and  ends  with  prayer.  The  Catholic  Religion  alone  is 
taught,  but  non-Catholics  will  also  be  welcome  and  their 
religious  opinions  studiously  respected.  Catholic  students  go 
to  Confession  the  third  Saturday  of  each  month,  then  on  the 
following  Sunday,  in  the  Church  annexed  to  the  College,  hear 
Mass  and  receive  Holy  Communion.

Two  examinations   are  held  every  year,  one  at  the  end 
of  each  term.

Though  promotions  may  take  place  any  time  during  the 
year,  whenever  warranted  by  the  progress  of  the  student,  the 
usual  time  is  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  These  promo- 
tions depend  partly  on  the  final  examinations,  and  partly  on 
the  general  class  standing  during  the  preceding  year.  A  student 
of  ordinary  talent,  and  steady  application  during  the  entire 
session,  may  be  easily  promoted,  provided  he  returns  promptly 
when  classes  are  resumed.  Should  he  not  be  promoted,  it  is 
usually  a  sign  that  he  did  not  attend  regularly  during  the 
entire  session,  or  that  he  did  not  devote  sufficient  time  daily 
to  home  study.  Should  a  student  fail  in  the  final  examination, 
he  will  be  offered  the  privilege  of  passing  a  private  examination 
during  the  vacation,  it' his  yearly  average  warrants  the  conces- 
sion. Should  a  student,  however,  fail  in  the  semi-annual  ex- 
amination and  also  in  the  final  examination,  he  forfeits  any 
such  privilege.

Competitive  exercises  are  given  monthly  in  the  various 
branches,  the  results  being  read  publicly  in  the  presence  of 
the  faculty  and  students,  and  the  leaders  rewarded  for  their 
proficiency. 

To  lend  interest  to  these  announcements,  as  well  as  to 
accustom  the  students  to  appear  in  public,  the  proceedings 
are  varied  with  class  matter,  declamations,  original  speeches, 
vocal  and  instrumental  music. 

Testimonials  of  good  conduct  and  diligence  are  given 
regularly  to  deserving  students.  Parents  should  require  these 
evidences  of  good  behavior,  and  if  not  forthcoming,  take  an 
early  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Vice-President,  to  inquire 
why  their  sons  fail  to  receive  merit  cards.

Parents  are 

sxhorted  to  insist  on  this  indispensable  duty,  and 

to  inform  the  faculty,  should  their  sons  neglect  it. 

After  home  study  the  next  duty   which  should  claim   the 

attention  of  students  and  the  vigilance  of  parents  is  punctuality. 

Severe  illness  or  absence  from  thecity  is,  generally 

speaking,  the  only  excuse  admissible  tor  staying 

away.     Whenever  parents  keep  their  sons  at  home,  on  account 

of  sickness   or   for  any   other  good   reason,  they  are  requested 

to  send  a  postal  card  to  the  Vice-President.     Frequent  absence 

so  rapidly  lowers  a  student's  class  standing,  that  the  faculty 

prefer    he    should    be    withdrawn  entirely. 

Owing,  moreover,  to  the  serious  inconvenience  resulting 
to  professors  and  students  from  breaking  in  on  class-hours 
;A,ttjmt<aitce  '  \v  withdrawal  before  the  end  of  the  afternoon 
tire  whole  nan  ciasSj  permission  to  Leave  College  will  not  be 
given,  unless  for  reasons  deemed  imperative  by  the  Vice- 
President. 

If  parents  do  not  insist  on  home  study  and  punctual 
attendance,  they  need  not  be  astonished  if  their  sons  remain 
a  second  year  in  the  same  class,  or,  perhaps,  be  refused 
re-admission. 

Along  with  moral  and  mental  training,  the  faculty  lay 
great  stress  on  the  development  of  the  manners  of  perfect 
gentlemen,  and  consider  the  rules  of  politeness  a  very 
important  part  of  the  course  of  studies.  Whatever,  therefore, 
is  contrary  to  good  breeding,  is  out  of  place  in  College.  Con- 
sequently no  boisterous  conduct  or  rough   play    is   tolerated

leading  thereto.  Any  ungentlemanly  conduct  among  the 
students  themselves,  any  disrespect  or  insubordination  to  a 
professor  or  officer  of  the  College,  will  he  visited  with  severe 
punishment,  and  even  with  dismissal  should  the  gravity  of  the 
offense  require  such  a  penalty. 

For  faults  of  ordinary  occurrence,  such  as  tardy  arrival, 
failure  in  exercises  or  recitations,  slight  violations  of  rules, 
detention  after  class,  or  the  task  of  writing  or  memorizing 
some  lines  from  an  author,  is  deemed  a  sufficient  penalty. 

For  faults  committed  outside  of  the  premises,  the  officers 

of  the   College   are   by    no    means    responsible,    as    students 

cease,  then,  to   be  under  their    jurisdiction:    still, 

should  any  serious  charge  be  fairly  substantiated, 

the   guilty    will    be   punished    according    to    the   gravity   of 

the  offense. 

Damages  to  the  College  property  will  be  repaired  at  the 
expense  of  the  offender. 

The  use  of  profane  language  or  anything  bordering  on 
immorality,  will  subject  the  offender  to  immediate  expulsion. 

Once  a  month  the  marks  of  all  the  students  are  read  out 
Jtlouthiii  m  ^ie  classes.  These  marks  are  the  record  of 
ptavks  daily     lessons,    exercises,    conduct    and    monthly 

competitions.  100  is  the  maximum.  A  student  receiving 
over  89,  merits  a  testimonial  of  the  first  grade,  one  receiving 
from  80  to  89,  merits  one  of  the  second  grade. 

A  report  of  these  marks  is  sent  to  the  home  of  every  stu- 
dent to  be  signed  by  his  parents  or  guardian.  As  tbese  reports 
Jttcmtuui  indicate  exactly  the  student's  class  standing,  the 
Hcvovts  College  requests  that  they  be  very  carefully  exam- 
ined, and  afterwards  returned  to  the  Professor.  IMo  student  is 
allowed  to  open  his  report.  Should  these  reports  be  not  forth- 
coming, parents  or  guardians  should  consult  the  Vice-President 
as  soon  as  possible.

A  severe  plague  is  making  sad  havoc  in  Rome,  while  some  of  her 
fairest  colonies  are  laid  waste  by  storm  and  earthquake.  The 
Emperor,  Antoninus  Pius,  seeks  to  know  the  meaning  of  these 
dread  signs  and  fearful  visitings.  He  is  informed  by  the  Priests  of 
Jove,  Cybele  and  others  that  the  christians  alone,  on  account  of  their 
contempt  and  mocking  of  the  gods,  are  responsible  for  their  anger  and 
the  seven'  chastisements  sent  by  the  gods  upon  the  empire.  Per- 
suaded that  his  priests  and  courtiers  have  stated  the  true  cause  of 
Rome's  calamities,  the  Emperor  determines  to  crush  the  christians, 
and  accordingly  decrees  that  all  who  will  not  worship  the  gods 
shall  die. 

Pius  the  First,  Pontiff  and  head  of  the  christians,  endeavors  to 
induce  the  Emperor  to  recall  his j word's,  but  in  vain.  Athol,  son  of  a 
Pritish  Noble,  and  cupbearer  to  the  Emperor,  sides  with  Pius  and  pro- 
claims himself  a  christian.  He  is  about  to  be  condemned,  but.  at  the 
request  of  Marius  Brennus,  Prefect  of  the  Pretorians,  whose  life  has 
been  saved  by  Athol's  father,  the  Emperor  grants  Athol  three  days  in 
which  to  change  his  mind.  He  is  cast  into  prison,  but  is  stolen  away 
secretly  by  Rufus,  Prefect  of  Rome,  who  has  designs  upon  the  throne, 
and  wishes  to  use  Athol  as  his  tool  in  making  away  with  the  life  of 
the  Emperor. 

Caius  Varro,  a  Roman  Knight,  reduced  in  fortune,  out  still  famous 
for  his  bravery  and  efficiency  as  a  soldier,  espouses  the  cause  of 
Rufus,  and  on  the  first  occasion  that  offers  seeks  to  take  the  life  of 
the  Emperor.  He  is  completely  disarmed  by  the  courage  and  nobility 
of  character  displayed  by  the  Emperor,  and  later,  becoming  aware  of 
Rufus"  sinister  designs  on  himself,  frees  Athol  from  his  clutches. 
Rufus  and  his  fellow  conspirators,  on  learning  of  this  act  of  Caius 
Varro.  fall  on  him  furiously,  and  leave  him  apparently  writhing  in 
the  throes  of  death. 

Meanwhile,  Athol  has  learned  of  the  premeditated  attack  on  the 
Emperor's  life,  and  hastens  back  to  the  palace,  arriving  in  time  to 
save  the  Emperor  from  being  murdered  in  his  sleep  by  Zeuxo,  Priest 
of  fsis  and  emissary  of  Rufus.  The  Emperor  unaware  of  the  attack 
on  his  life,  but  realizing  that  he  has  escaped  from  some  unknown 
danger,  repairs  with  all  his  court  to  the  temple  of  Jove  to  give  thanks 
to  the  gods. 

Athol  again  appears  on  the  scene  together  with  the  Pontiff,  and, 
for  their  faith  in  Christ,  both  are  condemned  to  instant  death.  Im- 
mediately after  their  condemnation  Caius  Varro,  though  severely 
wounded,  manages  to  drag  himself  to  the  temple,  and  exposes 
the  treachery  of  Rufus. 

The  Emperor  on  hearing  that  he  owes  his  life  to  Athol,  recalls  the 
sentence  of  condemnation,  but  too  late  to  save  the  life  of  Athol  who 
wins  the  much  coveted  martyr's  crown.  The  Emperor  then  decrees 
that  while  he  lives  none  evermore  shall  suffer  for  their  faith  in  Christ.
